FERDINAND COMING BACK? 
Friday’s dispatches stated that ex-Premier Stamboulisky 
of Bulgaria had been killed as he was attempting to flee the 
country, and that it now appears that former King Ferdinand 
is trying to stage a comeback to the throne. Should Ferdi­ 
nand succeed in his ambition it will mean reaction of the 
rankest kind, for certainly his stormy reign 
cost 
Bulgaria 
heavily enough. 
Ferdinand is a German by birth, although through an 
early d a y marriage among the royal families, he has blood of 
the French Bourbons in his veins. He was a penniless adven­ 
turer along in the latter’s ’80’s when Prince Alexander was 
dethroned in Bulgaria and with nothing but his aristocratic 
blood to recommend him, succeeded in securing the throne for 
himself. His career was much like that of the kaiser, encourag­ 
ing the material prosperity of the nation as a means of eventu­ 
ally entering on an extensive campaign of conquest. The op­ 
portunity had apparently arrived in 1912 and 1913 when with 
Serbia, Montenegro and Greece Bulgaria plunged into a war 
with Turkey for the purpose of wresting her European terri­ 
tory from her. They succeeded only too well and then fell out 
over a division of the spoils of war* The row resulted in a 
war among the late allies with Bulgaria fighting all three and 
with Rumania taking advantage of her plight to come in from 
the north and grab some of her territory. Bulgaria had to 
make peace on any terms the others would grant and King 
Ferdinand found himself hurled from the pedestal of a con­ 
queror to a slough of disfavor. 
When the world war broke out both sides made strenu­ 
ous efforts to win the king. When things appeared to be go­ 
ing in favor of Germany and Austria, he cast Bulgaria’s lot 
with them with the result that his country suffered another 
crushing defeat and forced to sign some rigorous terms. Ferdi­ 
nand was fenced to quit his throne and go into exile and his 
son was placed on the throne, but with Stambojilisky as the 
real ruler. Now* if Ferdinand comes back things will prob­ 
ably drop back into the old ruts, unless the people, weary of 
war, refuse to be driven as they once were. Frdinand is one 
of the old school of European monarchs and there is a possi­ 
bility that his subjects have learned too much to tolerate some 
of the things they formerly endured as he sought 
his own 
glory.

Dr. Mc Keo I states that the san­ 
itary policeman will not notify the 
citlsens that their premises must 
be cleaned, as the publication of 
this ordinance will serve as a no­ 
tice to every citixen, and hereafter 
when a notice is served on any one, 
demanding that any 
nuisance 
be 
eradicated it will be done in writ­ 
ing and on the regular form and 
lf it is not complied with within 
the specified time in the legal no­ 
tice, steps will be taken immedi­ 
ately 
by the sanitary deportment 
of the city. The nuisance will be 
removed by the officials, the cost 
charged to the property, and col­ 
lected as taxes are collected. 
The enforcement pf this 
ordi­ 
nance will not release anyone from 
being fined for allowing any nui­ 
sance to exist on tne premises. 
The nuisances in 
question 
are 
weeds and high grass 
on 
vacant 
lots, in the alleys, in the yards or 
in any place about the 
property. 
They include privies, toilets, cow 
lots, or 
any 
other 
place 
which 
breeds mosquitoes or in any way 
can be considered unsafe from a 
health standpoint. Leaky hydrants, 
pools of water and tin cans 
with 
water in them come in the class 
of nuisances also. 
Parties making reports are es­ 
pecially requested to make 
their 
names known. Notices by any one 
withholding his name will not be 
considered. At the same time any 
one’s name will not be given out if 
snch a request *.s made, except in 
case a person has to be used in 
court as a witness.
